NATIOHAL BttrHESEtlTATIVCS 
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GOING IT ALONE- 

The Moscow manifesto calling upon Ger- 
mans fo overthrow the Nazi reslme appar- 
ently came as a complete surprlBC to the other 
United Nations. Our ambassador, Adml. Wil- 
liam H. Standley, Is reported to have had no 
slightest inkling of It until the declaration 
appeared in Pravda. 

It loots as though Stalin, going It alone, 
Is hinting to the German people that tijo 
Soviet win accept peace without uncondi- 
tional surrender. If Great Britain and the 
United States stick to their guns, this could 
easily mean a spilt on a very vital matter. 

We— the British and Americans— Insist os- 
tensibly upon unconditional surrender by the 
Italians, but wo temper our obduracy by en- 
tlclng promises, express and implied. When 
Germany's time comes, we propose neither 
to express nor to Imply anything in mitiga- 
tion of our basic demand. 

This diirerence in treatment probably could 
be Justified on the theory that the German 
people as a whole have a greater guilt than 
the Italian people as a whole. But In the long 
run guilt Is not the best yardstick: punish- 
ment of criminals, however human, is less 
Important than eradicating the causes of 
. crime. 

Italy Is entitled to different treatment than 
Germany — or, with more accuracy, we would 
" be justified In treating her more leniently— 
because Italy Is not the same malignant war 
laboratory that Germany is, 

Historically the German people have gone 
from one war. of aggression to another, each 
worse than the one before. No sooner are 
they defeated temporarily than they begin 
planning, working, plotting for the next. Un- 
der a Bismarck, a Kaiser Wllhelm or a Hit- 
ler, they destroy world peace. 

We have no reason to expect that the 
Italian' people, freed from Fascism and its: 
sponsors, will set to work at once planning 
another world war.- But that Is exactly what 
Wo must fear from the Germans, whoever 
might pick up the torch If It were taken 
from Hitler's hands. 

Russia Is playing with flro It Stalin con- 
ceives of making separate peace with any 
Qermah regime on any. basis other than 
the most abject unconditional surrender.

Sr collection is becoming known aa 
e Wllmette plan ot scrap collec- 
tion because the technique was per- 
fected by the civilian defense coun- 
cU m Wllmette, 111, where the drives 
have been so successful that the lo- 
cal OCD ouHlt has bKome finan- 
cially selt- supporting. Tlial In Itself 
Is something ot a record achlove- 

The Wllmette plan was orglnally 
tha conception ot Norman Altman 
ot the Butler Brothera Poper cor- 
poration ot Chicago. A thousand civ- 
ilian defense volunteer jrorkera were 
lined up to handle the collections on 
a monthly bssis. To date, a million 
and a half pounds of salvage have 
■ - collected. The clUiens are ad- 



vised In advance Juit what typ4 of 
material Is desired on each collec- 
tion dsy end how It should be piled 
»nd packed. 

When wastepaper Is called tor, 
the townfoU are ssked to separate 
and put out only the types ot scrap 
tn demand— newipipers, magailnes, 
brown wrapping paper, bags, corru- 
gated board or box board. Coltec- 
Uons ar^ thus sCrtcd and packed In 
advance, eliminating unnecessary 
handling, eutung down on ware- 
house requirements, saving trans- 
portation, saving manpower. The 
original nationwide wastepaper col- 
lection bogged down completely be- 
cause It jammed the warehouses, 
atockpilcd papers that wercnt need- 
ed, put extra demands on manpower 
and troniportatloa. 

Commercial and Job printers will 
soon lauTKh their campilgn to c^- 
Bcrre paper, basing their drive — 
the alogan, "Stretch the paper," 
which is an old gag tn every Job 
shop. Every time a new boy waa 
hired, the old hands would send tha 
apprentice over to the competltor'i 
shop to "borrow the paper stretch- 
er." t^per being unstretchsble and 
there being no such thing tn exist- 
ence as a paper stretcher, this was 
always eonidcred funny. It Isnt tun- 
ny any more; Itt dead serious. Any 
way to make tha avallabla supply of 
paper go farther, by eutUng down 
margins or using smaller sheets and 
lighter welghta, as the bcxA. trade 
has done, la now an absolute neces- 
sity to keep all printers In business. 

American Newspaper Publish - 
era' association hu been moving In 
every direction to stretch available 
suppllu ot newsprint, curtailing ed- 
itions, limiting cUeuIatlen. allocat- 
ing tonnage, encouraging the cut- 
Uns ot more U. S. pulpwood to re- 
lieve the demands on Canadian pro- 
duction.

command. Theae ensigns and lieu-

As new ships by the hundreds 
come off the ways, the seagoing tal- 
ent will be tpread very thin. New 
masters and other olllcers will, be 
needed In tremendous numbers, and 
new unlicensed personnel as well, 
and the - communist* are - making 
Iranllo grabs for these aalWrs, re- 
alising that If they dont get them 
the communist element will be out- 
numbered and thd union either dis- 
credited or taken over by decent, 
patriotic Americans.

Wounded Jotirnalist Lauds 
Medical Orderlies With Ai-ray

ABOARD A HOSPITAL PLANE 
EN ROtrTE FROM SIOILY TO AP- 
lUOA. Aug. IS (Delayed) (UPJ — 
Stretcher bearers were tramping In- 
to the shell-scarrcd Italian school- 
house with ellcnt huddled shapes 
when I awoke during my first 
night In the' field dressing sUtion 
of the royal -Canadian. army med- 
ical corps. 

All night medical orderlies watch- 
ed over (heir charges who a few 
hours before had been huajcy boys 
lurglng gaily to battle. No woman 
could have handled the wounded 
more gently.. 

FVcsh wounded come and went 
from the operating theater among 
the school desks In an adjoining 
room where three doctcn an hour 
or two before had skinned me by 
opening my blistered face and hands 
and removing the loose skin. 
CasDally by Accident 

I became a casually on the Si- 
cilian front by accident. I hod been 
lighting a fire In on abandoned 
gun site tor a cup of tea. A bag of 
gunpowder lay In the embers. I 
tell rather than saw an arc ot sear- 
ing light ripple under my lace and 
hands as the powder Ignited. It 
was oil over In a split second. Then 
I Joined the flow ot broken human- 
ity passing from, the battle soncs to 
dressing stations thence to bose hos- 
pitals. Boon I was seeing heroes of 
two texturet -< the men who fight 
and fall In battle and the men who 
with paUence and genUeness succor 
them In their pain. 

I awoke atter two horns from on- 
estheUo In the battered achool- 
house amid Ihe powdery ruins of 
Regslbuilo. Near mil waa a fair- 
haired boy in a critical condition. 
They had Just extracted a bullet 
from his abdomen. Tbsy ted hlra 
through a tube In the nose while 
he hovered between life and death 
on a stretcher bed under a mos- 
quito net 

Beside bim . were two malaria 

isea and a mortar victim. Another 
-ill wat tn a coma. Another was a 
Carman wounded In tba itomacb. 
Infinite Tenderasaa 

Outalde wen the ruins, dirt. 



blood and voice of war, but Inside 
wa felt Infinite peace and a ten- 
derness bom of one ot the 'now 
noble things which war brhigs out 
trom lis welter of chaos and death- 
man's humsnlty to man. 

As two orderlies kept vlgU by the 
youth with tha tube In hla nose and 
the man In a coma, a third whis- 
pered to too to while away lha tlron 
because It was evident thst even 
with a morphia Ublet I was un- 
able to sleep. AS he Ulked be tend- 
ed to my wounds. 

"Wo had aome American cosca 
from a plane that crashed a few 
days ago,- he said. "We did every- 
thing wa could lor Uiera, but five of 
them died. It hurt us to watch their 
aulfering. 

Ke lit a dgaret for me and put It 
between my Hps. The boy with the 
stomach wound moaned, Oulalde 
troops moved up tor the final ts- 
aault on Randauo. 

Strange Bace ^ 

"The Qermaiu are a strange race. 
We had two here tho other day. 
One liad a small splinter In his side 
and as he lay on the battlefield he 
had tried to operate on himself 
with his Jack knife. He died. 

"When our ambuUnce men 
brought In the other ofllcer, he 
made tlgna to say he wanted to go 
back. We finally understood be 
wanted to ahow ut something, so 
we went with the German who bad 
been badly hit He led ua to whcr* 
a group ot boya were lying wound- 
ed. That's a soldier tor you." 

At my neyt stop, a British casual- 
ty clearing station at Patemo, the 
wounded were flowing In trom the 
line which was pushing around the 
north of Mt Etna. A Scotte Ileu- 
tenant-eoloncl dressed my wounds. 

Blood wut everywhere — on tha 
attcndonU, on their aprons, on the 
stretchera and even around the sur- 
geont' eyes where It spurted in'JeU 
Irom the operating knife. But 
there^ no time for nauaea. You laka 
the bullets and the blood without a 
groan. 

The operating teams worked un- 
der pressure, tor thsy try to hold 
down the elapsed time from the 
moment a soldier Is hit untU ha 
reaches the dressing station oper- 
ated by these unsung hetws ot the 
battlefield, who at the Inferno^ 
edge eave every Ute they can.

"It puts nn tin- 
necessary burden on the grocer, and 
moke the whole program, contusing 
lo grocer and consumer alike." 

Mrs. Kleter aald there are 68

"These !8 Items." she explained,
